No sooner do I report that the FCC had not managed to silence Tampa's Party Pirate than they showed up 
with a Hertz truck and a swat team and stole eveiythmg he had - including a non-involved production studio 
and a legal (and licensed) 1 50-foot tower that provided space for a repeater and some public service units! 
The FCC waged war on several fronts; not Just Tampa, but the Boston office was busy as well, visiting 
several pirate FM stations and, in at least one case, seizing a transmitter. Some stations have aheady returned

An Oic^ent renew (tfOe Free Radio scene was contained in the Fall 1997 issue of Covert Action Quarterly. 
The six page article by Lawrence Soley deals primarily with the micro'casting end of the spectrum, with in- 
depth interviews with Mbanna Kantaka and Stephen Dunifer, but gives a great overall picture of the FCC's 
monopoly and control of the "Public Resource" for the benefit of large corporations and in violation of the 
constitutional Rjght of Free Speech.

How to write a good reception report 

anii increase your chances of getting that QSL... 

Billy Joe-Bob hears his first pirate and celebrates by sending a postcard report to the maildrop. The card 
reads, Tou're my first pirate station. Please QSL." Unfortunately, Billy Joe-Bob never geO Us QSL. 
Why? Because you caimot write a good reception report on a postcard, tiiat's why! 
A reception report should be like a personal letter to a good friend; the only differences being (I) you 
want to convey specific information, and (2) you've most likely never met the person you're writing to. 
There are certain details you ♦must* include in a reception report, and you should project a friendly, 
conversational tone at the same time. Postcard reports and form letters are simply too limiting and 
definitely are not friendly enough. 

IVlost stations request "a complete and detailed" report WITH adequate postage for forwarding and reply; 
some request (even demand) more. All well and good, but what goes into a so-called "complete and 
itetailed" report? 

At the absolute minimum, the "must liave" info incltides: Date and time of reception, the frequency used, 
an *accurate* signal report, and some verifiable detail(s). Note that Billy Joe-Bob's report included none 
of this. 

You cannot assume Uiat the Operator will know what date and time you heard the station even if you 
write and mail the report the same day. Some Ops will run the same program several times a day for a 
week or more. Same with the frequency; many stations change frequency once in a while, and some 
dials and readouts are less than perfectly accurate so the frequency may vary inadvertently. 
An accurate signal report would include more than just the signal sfrength at your location. True, RST 
and/'or SINPO reports give adequate detail for 'some* purposes (ham radio comes to mind), but you'll 
want to include as much info as possible to really help the station Op. Was the signal totally awesome 
with absolutely no fading or interference? That's gieat! And you should tell him that. Or did the signal 
suddenly lake a nose-dive into the background jumble halfway through the show? You should tell him 
that, too. Was his audio over-driven (a fairly common malady these days)? He may not know that - and 
he really should. Did the transmitter drift badly, causing you to chase him all over the band (another 
common malady)? Tell himt! He may be able to fix the problem - and he really should! 
Now we come to verifid)le details; this means something along the lines of a program log ~ a minute by 
minute (or so) listing of exactly what you heard, so the Op can compare it to his playlist or log to be sure 
you heard what he actually broadcast. 

Other relevant details would include: Any interference (QRN or QRM) to the signal, tiie equipment you 
used to hear the station, a thumbnail description of your location, and some info about yourself 
There are a few folks out there who nevci tell , ■ <]■ ■ i; equipment they use because, "that's an elitist 
thing." Horse hockey, to quote Colonel Pr sioi uf M A*S''H! If the Operator knows what you used to 
hear him he can draw a more accurate conciusi, !'. ai t.ui h ,v w ell he's getting out! If he gets a S9 report 
from someone with a Howard Johnson HFIOUOO s !ptMc "llos:il hunky-dory mega-buck receiver and a 
rhombic antenna, it's a bit of a yawner; but if he gcLs ;r.a! ■.:irt;e : ep [ from someone using a Radio Crap 
DX440 and the built-in whip, he knows his signal "leal!)* got out ( r nvcrsely, if that Howard Johnson 
only produced an S4 signal, the Op knows why nobody else heard him - conditions were the pitsl And 
coverage iit, after all, just as important to the pirates as anyone else; that's why they transmit! 
This does not mean you should list every single item you have in the shack; that could be perceived as 
elitist bragging. Just mention what equipment was 'used* for the particular reception. If you used a 
noise-reduction unit, mention it. If you used a Q-mulliplier or a preselector, mention it. If you have them 
available but did not use them, they're irrelevant - so don't list them. 

Location (yours, that is) c^ also be very important to an Op. Draw a vertial sketch of your area; if you 
live out in the sticks, pin it ttown by giving approximate mileage to nearby larger cities. If you live in a 



major city that's probably not necessary; just mention what bow oraecllon of the city you live in. 
And about yourself; again, no elitism is involved. II can often help the Op evaluate your report more 
my ifTliows ^hXyou've been In the hobby for a long or short time and what your expe™^ 
Be frhsndly. but be concL; they don't need your complete life story, just some of the re vant 
Shnghts-^f you're a life-long radio hobbyist, say so. If you've only just gotten a ra d.o /ay so If you 
built >our equipment, feel free to brag about it; the Op is likely to be il»p»«> - «pe«a% Since 
nobody does that anymore.. .

[NOTE: Ois is NOT true for the UK maildrqpsi Neva mention the station name on an envetope to 
them.] 

(6) And remember, you MUST Include postage, IRCs, or cash for handling! I 

One final point; tfa always best to mail out reports PROMPTLY - the same or very next day, if at all 
possible. RqxMts for a broadcast that occurred a month or more back are of minimal interest to an Op 
and will most likely not be answered. Plus, there's the possibility of an old report having been fabricated 
from reports published elsewhere. For best results, listen, log, report, and mail as soon as possible. 
If you follow these steps, the Ops will receive reports they can use, the maildroperators will have the 
postage they need to expedite your mail, and you'll probably see a noticeable increase in your QSL 
returns. Good DXing..!

Longtime leaden of this column will recognize Mas Canosa's name, since he had niunerous connections m& 
the anti-Castto Cuban clandestine scene. His radio connections included the Tirst chairmanship of the OfBce 
of Cuba Broadcasting, which is the governmental entity that oversees Radio Marti and TV Marti, as well as 
his fomier position as Chairman of the Board of the Marti stations. In addition, the CANF's La Voz de la 
Fundacion produces its long-standing anti-Castro shows, currently aired via WRMI in Miami on 9955 kHz 
daily from 1100 to 1400 UTC. 

But, Mas was much better known nationally as probably the most powerful Cuban-American in the United 
States. The hard line foreign policy that the United Stales has maintained for years with Cuba is often 
attributed to the strong influence of Jorge Mas Canosa on Presidents Reagan, Bush, and Clinton. Among the 
policies and legislation attributed to Mas are the Helms-Burton Act that prohibits lawsuits to be filed against 
foreign companies maintaining business linJcs with Cuba, the Torricelli Cuban Democracy Act that tightened 
(he USA economic embargo against Cuba in 1992, and the creation of Radio and TV Marti. He also must 
bear nmeli «f Jw;dnm[^HU^ for Genoal Accounting Office and United States Infoimation Agency 
lnvestig»to|gi#I ^Pmiaiyi g e ment at the Marti stations.

LA VOZ DEL cm NOW ON WRMI 
.lEFF WHITE SAYS CID S CLANDESTINE TRANSMITTER WAS IN EL SALVADOR 
In previous issues of ilic AC F, we have observed that longtime anti-Castro clandestine La Was del CID has 
been inaclne on i!s Inrnicrly prominent 99-12v daytime kHz frequency, and that lately it bsS also been 
inactive on its 611)6 kHz evening irequenc;, , llii' reason for all this instability has now become dear. Jeff 
White, operator of Miami shortwave station WRMI, sends in the following item: 

"l.a Voz del CID's broadcast site in El Salvador went off the air earlier this year due to political problems in 
that country. Now, La Voz del CID (Cuba Independiente y Dcmocralica) has just begun broadcasting 
programs via WRMI. "30 Minutos con el CID" is aired Monday-Friday from 2330-0000 UTC, and Saturday 
at 1430-1500 UTC. In addition, other programs which were formerly broadcast by La Voz del CID (such as 
"Contacto," "Presencia" and "Caribe Llama Cuba") are now being broadcast via WRMI." Jeff reports that 
WRMI's new antenna designed with a beam toward Mexico and North America has been completely 
constructed, but that as of December 7 it was still not regularly in use for technical reasons. He says that it 
may be on the au by the time that you read this, since they hoped "to have this new antenna in regular 
operation as soon as possible." I find that the WRMI signal is usuaUy |«^fe (%|d<t^|l«it mritd^^« 
Plus, It Is usually subject to jamming by the Cubans, although Lffll^'EfW Bibdli^ W^^H^ 
enough to get around tbejammer.

VINCE HAVRILKO CLANDESTINE LOGS 
'Vince Havritko sent in four fiom early November hut month, but somehow I filed diem in an obscure 
place on my computer, and they were omitted fiom the column last month. Sorry, Vincel Also, Vince has 
moved, and has a new e-mail address of kehiyies@inet.atLco.kr in Asia. I believe that Vmce is now in Korea, 

but I seem to have misplaced his original move notice. 

Vince sends two logs each of Korean clandeslines. He heard the Voice of the People, a South Korean 
operation from Seoul, on 65 1 8 kHz both on November 1 and 2 around 0300 UTC. During the November 2 
transmission Vince believes that he heard a jammer underneath them, but the station's signal was overriding 
the jammer easily. On the same two days Vince heard the Voice of the National Salvation from Haeju, North 
Korea. T his on came in on 4557 kHz in the range of 0300-0400 UTC, parallel to 1053, 3480, and 4450 kHz. 
Vince noted heavy jamming on all channels, with 4557 kHz providing the best reception. The South Korean 
station pretends to be from North Korea, and vice versa, but we all know better. Particularly during wmter

BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 
As is generally the case, the BBC Monitoring Service has released several recent newsworthy clandestine 
news items. Many (but not all!) of them were squeezed out of the Outer Limits coiumn in Monitoring Times 
magazine by space restrictions and a continuing huge volume of pirate news. So, thanks to Giove Enteiprises 
and Monitoring Times magazine, we summarize the hottest BBCMS clandestine news here in The ACE. 
Bosnia-Hcrccgovine. Listeners and viewers of Radk>-TV Serbia's programming via SRT transmitten in the 
Bosnian Serb Republic have been complaming about poor reception, wltii some blaming the bad signal on 
SFOR, the NATO-led military Stabilization Force, who has a physical presence areund the transmittos. 
High Representative spokesman Duncan Bullivant said In Sarajevo that the NATO troops were not 
responsible for ttie poor signal, and were not jamming it. Technical problems at the transmitter m Bosnia are 
iilStead being blamed for the bad reception in ptuls of the Serb Republic. 

Colombia. According to Henrik KIcmcl/'s Dateline Bo[\ola, n lake K.idio t'alria 1 ibre was heard for 21 
minutes at 1800 and 2200 U lC on ( 'ctolu-r 3S usinc, variable Iroqocni los .'irouii,; 6,?55 kHz to successfully 
jam the ELN's Radio Patria Libre. Now that winter propagation Is here, we should have a shot at this 49 
meter range that is used by tiie various Colombian clandestine activity. I have checked from time to time, but 
1 didn't hear any of tiiis In 1 997. Are Uiere any otiiec ACE members who have had better luck? 
Congo. At a November 19 news conference broadcast on Congolese TV in Kinshasa, new President Lantent- 
Desire Kabila said tiiat "media organizations without valid reglstration...should be banned fiom operating in 
order to preserve public law and pider." The statement is slightly Ironic, since Kabila still uses radra 
transmitters that operated on a clandestine basis during his struggle against tiie fonner government of Zaire 
earUer in 1997. In an editorial, BBCMS noted that Kabila banned local FM relays of die BBC, Radio France 
International, and tiie Voice of America for about a week in late November and early December. According 
to BBCMS. incidents such as this are a clear demonstration of weaknesses in "placement" policies where 
international broadcasters buy time on local transmitters in lieu of their traditional shoitwave services. The 
placements remove transmission control out of tiie hands of the international broadcasters 
Cuba. At a December 3 news conference during the eighth round of migration talks between the USA and 
Cuba. Cuban delegation head Ricardo Alarcon de Quesada claimed that the blimp antenna transmissions 
used by TV Marti are a violation of international law. Meanwhile, according to a Miami Herald article cited 
by Glenn Hauser on the December 4 World of Radio, new Radio Marti head Roberto Rodrigues Tejera, TV 
Marti plans to use "three imspecified UHF channels" to supplement or replace its longtime operations on 
iVHF channel 13. Jamming from Cuba virtually precludes reception of tiie station in its Cuban target area, 
ffrhrea. BBCMS reports "a tiiird" clandestine radio station of tiie political opposition in Eritrea. Voice of 
Eritrea, Uie Voice of tiie Eritrean Liberation Front Revolutionary Council, has been heard on 
kHz ground 1500 UTC with a 30 minute transmission. The Arabic ID of tills one is "Sawt Eritrea al- 
•;-t!y8 • Sawtu Jabhat al-Tahrlr al-Eritrea," Programming is in Arabic and Tigrigna, wifli talk mixed 
musks. BBCMS notes tiiat tiie tiwismitler for tiiis one is likely in Sudan. They also still hear two otiier 
clandestines on 92^0 kHz, bwluding tiie Voice of Free Eritrea for a half hour at 141S UTC, and tiie 
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Voice of Truth in Arabic for a half hour at 1600 UTC. These two broadcast entirely in An*ic.

An isotropic antenna is a thcorciii al "pci ic( i" anienna that only exists on paper. It is the math equation 
that we'd all like to have in ns.ilih' la.'ilii.iM! I remember j'ear.s ago during the CB craze how some 
antenna mannracliirers would claim 'Vi.'i dl) ^.ain ever isotropic", which would be great, if you could get 
it! Truthfully, there wa.s a couple db dillciciicc bctwi-fii isotropic and the truthfully measurable dipole 
antenna. At one time, I had all the info on how to convert from isotropic to dipole, but it escapes me 
now. Suffice it to say, the truly scrupulous manufacturers adveriisc antenna gain as "xxx over dipole", 
which is a TRUE representation of gain. 

What normally happens is, several antennas are set up independent of one another, pointed toward a 
receiver. The dipole's field strength is then measured against other antennas, from rubber ducks to high- 
gain beams and dishes. If someone starts quoting "db gain over isotropic", then you know he's either 
lying or totally misinformed! 

It's been a long time since I've dealt with this issue, but it's been a major gripe of mine; liopcfully, I've 
helped inform you as to how lo watch out and help you to spend your hard-earned bucks more wisely!

Later that 
same day I heard it being sent again, this time in MCW which was followed by the YL/Czech voice. 
I knew then that it was no mistake. But who was OLX? Checking my references, I found that it 
was issued for a RTTY press station located in Prague, However, the frequencies in use were not 
the ITU-allocated frequencies assigned to that callsign. Why would a press service use encoded 
numbers sent in CW and voice? It was apparent that this callsign was being used for a different 
purpose. 

To malm matters even mora intriguing, Sinwn Mason decided to write to the address listed for 
OLX and try to get a QSL. Sure enough, they did reply with a QSL card listing the frequencies 

used by the numbers stafionsi This is not your average, run-of-the-mill numbers station. Their 
address is Ministerstvo Vnitra CR, P.B. 21/SK, 170 34 Praha 7. 

Why would a numbers station, in the business of transmitting secure messages to parties 
unknown, use an ITU-allocated callsigii anri answer G3L requests? Well, I say, why not? If the 
encoded number messages themselves ;ue secure enough, it really shouldn't matter who knows 
who's operating what station. I'm wii!n;g to bet thst most Intelligence agencies know who's 
operating what stations anyhow. It's jusi that most agencies want to keep their operations as 
secret as possible. That would at least give some plausible denlability to a government if their 
m^bsm (gmjaten jvera c^impromlsed.

I think another possibility lies with the fact that Cncti Statnl Bezpoonoat (Czech mtaUgenca 
agency) operates the station that for yeare was known as "Butgwian EMty." If th(^'ra opwatbig 
this station, what do they need OLX for? CouM it b« possfete that they ira Irenling ouT OLX for 

use by other agencies? 

OLX has been off the air since the 3rd of August 1996. According to ENIGMA, OLX was 
having transmitter problems during the week ending 2 August, and was off the air completely on 
the 3rd. This may be due to flooding at the transmitter site, as that part of Europe was 
experiencing bad floods at that time last year. Nobody has fogged any transmissfons since then. 
They were operating 23 hours a day on the following feaqMeiKliaiArtl|B$iS!
